What can be done in the beau- 
tification of Euclid avenue is 
shown in an experimental plot 
just north of the Madonna of the 
Trail monument. 

Poppies, just blooming in a 
deep golden color, were planted 
during February by Ernest H. 
Gibson, one of the city’s new- 
comers within a year. He saw 
possibilities of beautifying the 
avenue north of where the green 
parkway now extends, and his 
experiment has proven so suc- 
cessful that the city officials will 
probably consider planting the 
avenue on a much larger scale 
next winter. 

Just coming into bloom, the 


two was it necessary to care for 
them. Mr. Gibson had the pro- 
ject in mind as an experimental 
feature and on his own initiative 
approached Mr. Manley, obtain- 
ed the seed, planted and car- 
ed for the poppies until now the 
sight is a vivid contrast to the 
beautiful green parkway and an 
outstanding example of what 
can be done at little expense. 

Eschscholtzia California is the 
botanical name of the poppy, 
commonly known as Waller’s 
Golden, 

If the planting of poppies on a 
larger scale is contemplated next 
year, Mr. Gibson suggested that 
this variety and Waller’s Crim- 
son be used. 

Early in 1929 poppies were 
planted under the direction of 
the Upland 20-30 club, but it is 
believed that project was on too 
large a scale.

PICTURE STANDARD 


Producers Adopt Strict Rules 
in Picture Making; Club 
Women Pleased 


At a meeting of representatives 
of 20 producing and distributing 
companies, comprising the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors 
of America, Inc., recently held in 
New York, a code in picture mak- 
ing was adopted that is being 
hailed with triumphant enthus- 
iasm by women of many organiza- 
tions throughout the country. 
| The new code, if applied, and it 
; seems the organization headed by 
| Will H. Hays really intends to ap- 
ply the new rules in making pic- 
| Saree, will be the means of a dis- 
tinct improvement in the standard 
of cinema entertainment offered 
the American public. 

There is littie doubt that this 
long-needed stand was taken by 
the leaders of one of the nation’s 
greatest industries only when gen- 
eral public demand warranted the 
change, from the standpoint of box 
office receipts. And there can be 
even less doubt that this compel- 
ling public demand has been and 
is being stimulated by the women 
of the nation working 
their several organizations with 
the General Federation of Wo- 
}men's clubs pioneering the way. 
Through the national and state 
‘federations and the individual 
|clubs, this great organization of 
club women has sent into practical- 
ly every home in city, town and 
rural district, its insistent, clarion 
call to the parents of the land, 
‘urging them to demand and_ to 
patronize only the fine, the clean 
and wholesome pictures.
